Fnl lowing the church ser- 
vice, i he assemblage repaired In 
the Pol fuss farm home on the 
hanks uf die Wild Idee river, 
where more Ilian 300 persons 
joined in a celebration or (he! 
marriage. An immense dance hall 
had been built especially for the 
occasion, likewise a dining hall 
and kitchen, and to describe the 
social features of die wedding is 
beyond our ability. Suffice is to 
say that everything imaginable in 
the way of good things to eat and 
drink had been provided in quan- 
tities that proved more Ilian a- 
bundant. The grounds and build- 
ings were lighted by electricity 
from a plant installed especially 
for flu* oeeasion. I be Huiikinsou 
band furnished music Ibrougboul 
die day and night, and dancing 
ami oilier amusements kepi die 
guests busy every moiueul. 

The young couple are known In 
everyone in Ibis section. The 


bride is the only daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Guslaf Polfuss and grew 
to womanhood on the home farm. 
She is a gifted young lady, es- 
teemed by all for her many es- 
cellent qualities. The groom is a 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Albert Bla- 
dow, and is ail industrious farm- 
er, destined to lake his place am- 
ong the solid citizens of the Wild 
Rice neighborhood. Both families 
are among the pioneers of the 
county and have taken a promi- 
nent part in die development of 
the section in which they reside.

Chapter I 

How a Detective Story I 
Was Finished. |

‘‘Heitor’ 

“Well?” 

“Are you Ur. MacKinnon 7" 

“Yes. What Is It?" 

“I’m Hayden, composing room. The 
last chapter of that detective story la 
missing.” 

“MIsslngT" 

“Yes.” 

“Great Scott! Whnt are we to do? 
Connelly read it, and f sent up the 
manuscript Just as f received It from 
him. Yon say It Is a detective story?” 

“Yes. That's what the title Indi- 
cates.” 

Here was a beautiful .situation. A 
detective story with the last chapter 
missing! Connelly was the only per- 
son connected with the office who bad 
read It, and he had gone away. I or- 
dered a search made for the missing 
chapter without success. Nothing re- 
mained but the author. I called to 
the telephone operator, “Give me No. 
2078 Penfleld.” 

It seemed an hour, though It was 
but forty seconds, before I beard a 
click, and a woman's voice answered: 
“Weur 

“Is this Miss Quigley?” 

“This Is Miss Quigley’s home, but 
she's not here. She sailed this morn- 
ing for Japan.” 

The groan I gave was doubtless audi- 
ble to the woman on the other end of 
the wire, for she asked if anything 
was the matter. In reply I asked her 
If Miss Quigley had left any manu- 
scripts or parts of manuscripts with 
her. The reply was thnt before leav- 
ing the authoress bad burned every 
scrap of paper she had except a de- 
tective story In the bands of her pub- 
lishers. I groaned again and hung up 
the receiver without even thanking 
the person for her Information. 

There was nothing for It but to read 
the story and write the Inst chapter 
myself. Just think— make an ending 
to a detective story, a detective story 
written by a woman famed for weav- 
ing plots that no human being but her- 
self could UDravel! I must first wade 
through a labyrinth of incidents In- 
tended to throw the reader oft the 
track, my head nt the same time being 
foil of other matters. Connelly attend- 
ed to such work, and I knew little or 
nothing about It. He bad gone Into 
hiding to escape a legal summons and 
no one but himself knew where. With 
the authoress In the middle of the big- 
gest ocean on earth, there was no res- 
pite for me. I took up the telephone 
receiver agalg. 

“Rend me the manuscript of that de- 
tective story at once. There's been 
some confounded carelessness some- 
where. and whoever is to blame will 
get his bead taken ofT!’’ 

The latter part of this message was 
superfluous. It was merely n blowing 
off of the mad that was ill tne. The 
mniiuseript came down, and. placing It 
on the desk at one side, the rest being 
covered with an Infinite variety of 
uintter. principally galley proofs, page 
proofs and everything else that can 
come from printers to distress an ed- 
itor. I turned to the first chapter and 
began to skiui, for I had altogether too 
much To occupy ino to give the matter 
undivided attention. While rending 
the first chapter I gave orders concern- 
ing the making of pictures, tie buying 
of supplies, the turning doivu of sub 
mltted manuscripts. I apologized for 
having offended suffragists, nntl-suf- 
fragists, prohibitionists and wlneblb- 
bers. 

I have given this information re- 
specting the Interruptions attending 
my rending of the first chapter simply 
for a sample of the rest. When I fin- 
ished all of the story I possessed I 
knew no more* about the plan on which 
It was written Ilian of the last chapter 
But I had formed some Idea of what 
might possibly Is- thrown in to worry 
the reader— it certainly worried me — 
and I went over it all again, this time 
to^get a co mpreh ensi ve view, amjthe 
result was more satisfactory? Butas 
to who stole the watermelon— It was 
either a watermelon or a sapphire as 
big as a watermelon— I had not the 
faintest conception. However, since 
there must lie a conclusion I selected 
from a number of intended mislenders 
one that I thought would be the easiest 
to make fit the conditions. This done. 
I locked my desk and went home to 
dinner. 

At 9 o'clock 1 sat down to write the 
Inst chapter of "The Gem of Good 
Hope.” My work consisted in fitting 
my denouement to the rest of the sto- 
ry, or, rather. In fitting the rest of the 
story to my denouement. Whoever 
has tried to work out one of those puz- 
zles In Which there Is always one 
piece which cannot be made to fit In 
Its proper place will understand the 
nerve racking task In which I was en- 
gaged. Just as I had come to believe 
that I was meeting with some success 
1 smelled smoke and heard a commo- 
tion below. 

Running downstairs. I found an In- 
cipient fire In the kitchen back of the 
range and set about putting It out. 
Some one had turned In an alarm, and 
In a few minutes the clanging fire en- 
gines were pulling up before the door. 
The house was filled with firemen, 
■mall boys, water and smoke. Fortu- 
nately the disturbance did not last 
km*, but after It waa all over and I 


returned to my literary labors I waa 
obliged to listen to tbc sounds of the 
crowd attracted by the noisy firemen. 

It was 2 o'clock In the morning be- 
fore I finished writing the last chapter 
of “The Gem of Good Hope” and, 
throwing myself into bed, tried to 
sleep. But I waa tortured by a fear 
that I had left something unconnected 
that would make the story ridiculous. 
However, I managed to get four hours' 
slumber and, after a hasty breakfast, 
♦rent to the office with the manuscript 

After the typographical errors had 
been eliminated the proofa came to me 
for revision. They were a sight to be- 
hold. The proofreader had put one or 
more query marks In every paragraph, 
the sheets looking as If Insects emerg- 
ing from an Inkwell bad meandered 
over the paper. Moat of these errors 
arose from fixing the body of the story 
to accord with my denouement I 
might have turned them Into good Eng- 
lish, but every query mark let loose a 
million discrepancies. However, I did 
the best I could with them In the lim- 
ited time and attention I was able to 
give them and passed the revised 
sheets on till the last chapter was 
reached, which I was pleased to see 
rend ver* smoothly even If It deleted 
every Intention- of the author. 

I wished that the book could be Is- 
sued at once instead of In a couple of 
months. If the story came out lmme- 
dlntely Its glaring Incongruities might 
be forgotten before the return of the 
anthoresa. I knew very well that she 
would make It hot for me, and if she 
returned when the story was Issued It 
was quite likely there would be a 
veritable Tophet. If she returned later 
and my vision of her story was found 
not to be so bad as might have been 
expected she might let me down with 
comparative ease. 

A perusal of the page proofs took 
away all hope. My ending of the story 
was not at all borne out by the circum- 
stances. Every one of forty-nine of 
the fifty chapters bristled with reasons 
why my denouement could not have 
been possible. I. the author, the firm, 
would be ruined. Nevertheless the 
Issue must go as It was. The story 
had been advertised for Issue on a cer- 
tain date and must be In the hands of 
the dealers at that time. 

When I took up the first criticism 
on the story I trembled. It happened 
to be one of those that to us who know 
mean that the writer had not time to 
read the book. It spoke of Miss Quig- 
ley's marvelous Ingenuity, etc. I 
groaned. Marvelous Ingenuity! Just 
wait till some fifteen dollar a week un- 
derstrapper has read the book atten- 
tively. 

The next criticism I read was more 
dellulte. It spoke of the story as the 
most subtle of all Miss Quigley's won- 
derful plans. The critic was reminded 
of the stories yt eminent detective 
story writers who left purposely a 
shadow of doubt In the reader's mind 
Just xvhat was Intended. The story of 
“The I.ady and the Tiger," the denoue 
ment of which was left to the reader, 
was cited as a most successful effort 
In this line of work. 

An Idea pppped Into my brain. Turn- 
ing to my stenographer, I dictated the 
following Item, wblcb I sent to a trade 
paper devoted to book news: 

The “Gem of Good Hope," by Alice 
Quigley, Is a new departure In detective 
story writing. After nbly leading the 
reader through a number of Incidents, 
each calculated to suggest a theory, the 
writer with consummate skill brings the 
story to an end upon a theory not at all 
in harmony with the facts laid down, 
leaving the reader to form any theory 
that he can fit to the narrative. 

Having secured the publication of 
this item in one paper, 1 took meas- 
ures to have It copied by others. It 
was not long before many of those 
who read the book Jjiii^ heard that It 
was Intend eT for a "puzzle’to be work- 
ed out by the reader. The consequence 
was that every reader perused the 
pages with the utmost attention in or- 
der that he might be the better uble 
to form the correct theory. 

As soon as this view of the case was 
spread abroad the sales of “The Gem 
of Good Hope” rapidly Increased. I 
seriously meditated offering a prize for 
the ]>ersoD who should give the correct 
Interpretation to the story. I would 
surely have done so. but since It would 
be lmposible to name anything that 
would conform to the facts as laid 
down I did not see bow any one could 
win the prize. This, of course, would 
reflect on tbe Integrity of the pub- 
lishers. 

^Fortunately before Miss Quigley re- 
turned from her trip lier book hud bad 
un enormous sale. 1 saw a notice In 
a newspaper of her arrival and forti- 
fied myself with a number of checks 
tvlth which to make o defense when 
she visited me. 8he came In with 
eyes aflame and so choked with crim- 
inations for me that she could not ut- 
ter them. I took advantage of tbe de- 
lay to hand her a $5,000 check. She 
took it without looking at it and, hav- 
ing fouud her voice, fired a volley. To 
this I replied with a $10,000 check. 
This check she glanced at, and It pro- 
duced an effect. She was beginning 
again when I fired a big gnu at her 
loaded with $15,000 shrapnel. This 
staggered her. and she looked at all 
Ihe checks I had given her. 

“What does this mean?*' she asked. 

“It means,” I said, “that your last 
and greatest work has had a phenom- 
enal sale. No such literary financial 
success has been attained In years. 
Sit down. Miss Quigley, and I will tell 
you bow It came about.” 

And I did. I gave her the story 
aweh as I have told It here. When I 
bad finished It required some time for 
her to satisfy herself that she had met 
with a piece of good fortune Instead ot 
the berbarone treatment she bad sup- 
posed. 

Her next story she drew with the 
intention Of leaving the reader to gncM 
the we lc ome. Vtvrored a faOnre.

One of the most interesting and 
largest exhibits al the Dairy and 
Cattle Show, Waterloo, la., Sep- 
tember 27 to October 3, 1915, was 
that of the Northern Pacific. This 
railroad exhibited at the show last 
year but their display was larger 
and better than ever and all who 
visited the show did not fail to 
see this popular exhibit. 

The exhibit was in charge of L. 
J. Bricker, General Immigration 
Agent, and visitors were weU 
pleased with hearing an inter- 
esting description and informa- 
tion regarding the Northwest. 
The Northern Pacitlc territory 
comprises Minnesota, die Dako- 
tas, Montana, Idaho, Washington, 
and Oregon. From this great 
stretch of land the Immigration 
Department gathered grains, 
grasses, vegetables, fruits, sea 
foods and other things that were 
sent to loxva to delight the eye 
and establish in Ihe minds of Ihe 
people of Iowa, Ihe fuel that Ihe 
great empire traversed by the 
Northern Pacific is worthy and de 
serving of attention. 

A hand painted map showing 
seven thousand miles of the 
road's territory was an interest- 
ing item. Over loo jars showing 
fruits, vegetables, berries, sea 
foods and a variety of things dial 
soil, hushes and trees produce 
when proper attention is accorded 
was exhibited. One large jar con- 
la i tied fourteen distinct varieties 
of vegetables. Twenty pears, die 
smallest eight inches in circum- 
ference. were shown as the pro- 
duel of one lillle limit. A splendid 
quality of corn from the Yellow- 
stone Valley in Montana was also 
a feature. 

An attractive exhibit of won- 
derful Yellowstone National Park, 
die largest, grandest and oldest 
of our national parks, interested a 
great many visitors.
